Thursday Was a 
Day for Wrecks!! 

IS wrecks reported through the 
Owsley County Sheriff's Office 

Last Thursday Morning's weather proved to be a little 
tougher that what some people thought it would be ac¬ 
cording to the wreck count. The Owsley County Sheriffs 
Office along with the Booneville City Police and Trooper 
Jesse Armstrong worked 18 wrecks in Owsley County on 
Thursday morning. The roads were so bad, the Sam Cor¬ 
nett hill on Highway 28 had to be salted by hand because 
the trucks would not make it up. 

The state highway and the KSP were warning 
people not to be on the roads because of the conditions 
unless it was absolutely necessary that morning. 

The first wreck that the Owsley County Sheriffs 
Department was dispatched to was on Highway 1938 to a 
Ford Expedition driven by Kenzie Pendergrass. Pender¬ 
grass went over an embankment into the creek. 

On Highway 11 South at the mouth of Sally Ridge, 
Candace Combs' Pontiac Sunfire went into a slide directly 
into the path of Ed Myers in his Dodge Van causing them 
to hit head on. This pushed her car into another slide over 
an embankment. Myers van stopped in the grass on the 
side of the road. Another car came along and slid out of 
the road, and didn't suffer any damage. 

Shortly after that, Mark Bishop came along and 
slid his SUV off the road where it landed on its top in the 
creek across from where Combs wrecked on Highway 11. 

Jason Combs wrecked his Saturn on Hwy 30 west 
overturning it onto its top. Also on Highway 30 west, Con-

As a young adult, I remember fishing the river bank at Mr. 
MacDonald’s farm. He was an older man whose property ran along 
the river.

When the weather was good 
and the creek didn’t rise, each Sunday, Mr. MacDonald would take 
his long homemade oar and get in his homemade boat and traverse 
the small river to the church he attended downstream. I’m sure 
he had other ways of getting there, but the boat was his preferred 
means. Now as a younger fellow I never asked him why he did that. 
I wished I had. But as an older man I can imagine the reasons. I use 
to think this short journey must have prepared him for worship. I 
later understood this was his time of worship. I can imagine the 
sights he must have enjoyed as he prepared to meet with fellow 
believers.

With the drop of 
the gavel in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives, 
the 2014 Regular Session 
of the Kentucky General 
Assembly began today in 
Frankfort.

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Letter To The Editor 

Dear Editor, 


In 1992 the Circuit Clerks of Kentucky recognized the tragedy of 18 people dying 
everyday waiting for an organ transplant yet Kentuckians were not aware of what they 
could do to save lives. The Association of Circuit Court Clerks supported legislation that 
would allow every person obtaining a Kentucky drivers license or identification card an 
opportunity to donate $1.00 to raise awareness about organ donation in Kentucky. These 
$1.00 donations go into a Trust-the Kentucky Circuit Court Clerks Trust For Life. 

Since that time more than $8 million dollars have been raised, one dollar at a 
time, to increase awareness about organ donation. That money is used to make the public 
aware that more than 900 adults and children in Kentucky are waiting for a life saving 
transplant; that over 120,000 people in the United States are on the waiting list; that 18 
people die every day waiting for an organ transplant. It helps to provide information to 
the public like the oldest organ donor in Kentucky was 84 years old and she saved 3 lives. 
Each dollar donated helps save lives. 

Your $1.00 donation adds up. In fact they are added each month by the Trust For 
Life and a report is generated showing the percentage of people who donated. In Novem¬ 
ber 2013, out of 72 Owsley Countians who were issued a drivers license or identification 
card, 55 donated $1.00. Owsley County had the second highest percentage in the Com¬ 
monwealth consisting of 120 counties. We may be a small county but what we lack in 
quantity we more than make up in quality. Thank you Owsley County. Once again your 
generosity comes shining through.
